2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 has been 
amended to recited in the combination that the electroluminescence device is arranged around 
the observation optical unit, so that the electroluminescence device is formed on one of the entire 
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surface of a transparent substrate mounted on the illuminating substrate and directly on the entire 
surface of the illuminating substrate. Between such amended language and Applicant remarks 
(December 26, 2006, note page 8, second and third full paragraphs) clearly defining 
"electroluminescence device" as not encompassing LEDs or VCSELs (LEDs are considered in 
the prior art as semiconductor electroluminescent light emitting devices), the prior art of record 
does not explicitly teach or fairly suggest the combination as now recited in claim 1 . Although 
the MuUick reference does explicitly mention an electroluminescent light source that is "backed" 
by a mirror, this reference fails to explicitly teach or even suggest that such light source is 
formed on the entire surface of either a transparent substrate mounted to the illuminating 
substrate or directly on the entire surface of the illuminating substrate itself. Even if could be 
assumed that the electroluminescent light source was formed on the mirror (which would be 
considered a substrate), it would not be reasonable to automatically assume that it is formed over 
the entire surface.
